Pos- 
sessing poetic talent of a superior order, 
instead of fostering this gift that Allah 
hid he-towed upon him, he made him- 
self miserable by continued KMBMa, 
that very soon ended a life that might 
have Uru tiie pride of his country and 
himself— the brightest star in the tem 
pie of poetic fame for ages yet to 
come. With an intellect that bade de- 
fiance to Christendom for power and 
greatness, he spurned this gift of the 
Creator, and lowered himself to a level 
with the beasts of the field; he debased 
that heavenly intellect, and lay down 
to bed with swine, as grovelling and 
filthy as they But he has left us some 
beautiful moiuentoes of his short pres- 
ence among us, and his "Annabel Lee'> 
I consider the lie>t poetical production 
of America. The continued debauch, 
cry of the man eiused his w ritings to 
assume a morbid aspect that otherwise 
would have been foreigu to them. Yet 
are they still beautiful. Hud some shall 
live whilst the language they are writ, 
ten in continues toexist. He has gone, 
and in pity and admiration we cover 
up his innumerable faults, and gaze 
with astonishment on the sublimity of 
a genius which dazzles with its efful- 
gence the eyes of even tne strictest 
moralist, until, in its lofty rninscend- 
eney, he forgets the failings of the man 
iu the majesty of the human mind. 

The love songs of America are. as a 
general rule, the merest trash and non- 
sense imaginable. There are excep- 
tions, and among those the songs of 
the poet Sprsgue, iu my estimation, 
stands unrivalled for their pathos and 
fire found in no other American song- 
writer's productions. 

Of national or good patriot v songs, 
America has very few, and even MR 
are devoid of that Tfierit by which we 
must judge those kind r>f productions 
The "Star Spaggled Baimer" is, per- 
haps the nest, but it is completely be 
reft of that heart fire which endear 
such songs to the hearts of the natives 
of those countries to which tnev belong. 

The "Marseilles Hymn ef Liberty" 
has all thefire, eaergT, patriot^!*!, and, 
in fact, every requisite that is necessary 
to such composition. 
The Frenchman, on the banks of the 
Mississippi, hears the sound of the 
grand old "Mars-ailles" with the same 
thrill of patriotic ardor he felt wheu a 
boy on the banks of his native Seine, 
as he listened to its soul-stirring famil- 
iar sounds; and, in fancy, he is wafted 
again to the vineyards of his beautiful 
France, or fight*, m imagination, 
the battle of the famous Napoleon, 
who had made his country tbe pride of 
her sons, the terror of her foes, and 
the music of the grand old Marseilles 

immortal. 

America has no such, aad I would 
thiuk, friend Mehemit, that those 
proud sous of lilKTty should cultivate 
anil encourage those ties that bind the 
hearts of men to the land of their birth, 
by offering suitable inducements for 
th" bat* MMWMMS of this kind that 
could be written.

The present term of the Ohio Cir- 
cuit Court will be long remembered as 
a session of general jail delivery. On 
Friday last the court directed the pris- 
oners who had lieen fouud guilty of 
felony to be brought into court. The 
jailer soon appeared* with George E. 
Chinn, John A. McHenry and Ed. 
Silcox. Judge Stuart, in a few fitly, 
chosen words, sentenced McHenry anil 
Silcox to confinement in the peniten- 
tiary, both having plead guilty, the 
former for one year, and the latter for 
two years. He addressed the convict, 
Geo. E. Chinn, as follows: Chinn, you 
were indicted by the grand jury of 
Ohio county for the crime of horse- 
stealing. You waived formal arraign- 
ment, and after a long aud patient en- 
quiry, the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty, and it now becomes my duty 
to ask you if you have anything to say 
why sentence should not l>e passed up- 
on you. — Chinn, I have instructed my 
counsel to apply for a new trial. — The 
Court: — you would not be heard except 
upon the question for an arrest of 
judgment. There being no such ques- 
tion presented, it is the sentence of 
this court that you be taken to the 
common jail of the county, and be 
thence conveyed to the penitentiary of 
ihi> Commonwealth, there to be con- 
fined for a period of four years at hard 
labor. I have made inquiry, an J learn 
that your family has been of long and 
reputable standing in the community, 
and regret exceedingly that you are 
placed iu your present position.. I 
should not have granted a new trial 
bad one been asked. The circumstan- 
ces which surround your conviction 
were at least persuasive, aad the jury 
could do no less thaa have returned 
the verdict which was returned after a 
laborious examination, aud after an 
extraordinary able argument of your 
counsel.

The farmer may 
have a fiery horse in harness near by, 
or he may lwve sickness in the family, 
but even under such circumstances as 
these the request to go farther away 
with their iu.i-<\ it is often met by an 
angry rejoinder or bitter oaths, that 
farmers usually make up their minds 
to bear the annoyance, inconvenience, 
as the case may be (and it is 
all of these), rather than 
ling a difficulty. Often 
are left open, fences thrown 
stock frightened and scattered, 
and sometimes sprinkled with shot. 

These men are known to be so reck- 
less in their shooting, that ladles arc 
wfteu afraid to step out of their houses 
while they are about. It is readily 
g ranted that all bird-h inters do not 
act in this way, but tne exceptions are 
few, and while this practice remains 
as it is, farmers can never be secure 
from such annoyances. 

But there is another phase to this 
subject more important to farmers than 
the one we have been considering. 
These birds, nml not their destroyers, 
are the farmers' friends. They devour 
the worms aud bugs that prey upon 
the crops in the spring, and, when we 
that one quail will destroy 
ot these insects in a 
n, it is difficult to estimate 
the damage done to the crops by suf- 
fering these men to carry off, 
frequently the 
single 
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all under eight years. He 
employs two hired men, boarding 
them, and keeps eleven cows. A wo- 
man comes to do the washing and 
ironing, hut this is all the assistance the 
wife receives, except the few steps her 
children can save her. She mn-t rise 
at four o'clock and prepare breakfast, 
so that her husband aud the hands can 
be in the mowing field by five. Ev- 
ery other day, however, one of the 
hired men remain to do the churning 
for her; but this favor wtvi not al- 
lowed her until she had threatened to 
call in the doctor to declare to her hus- 
band her inability to do such hard 
work. Then it was reluctantly conccd 
ed, although two forty-pound firkins 
of butter were packed each week; for 
our/ farmer prides himself upon his 
herd of cows — pure blood Alderneys 
and sells his butter at the highest rates, 
carefully depositing its proceeds in the 
bank, and rarely giving his wife as 
much as a five dollar bill of it. His 
last injunction, as he departs to the 
field is. "John, come as quick as you 
can. Don't let Mrs. M. keep you for 
anything else. Hay can't wait for 
woman's work." There arc dishes to 
wash, milk to skim, pans to scald, bed] 
to make, children to dress, baby to 
nurse, rooms to sweep and dinner to 
cook over the boiling hot stove — and 
to do it all!

I low to Plant a Tree. 

When planting don't dig a hholc 
ligc a bowl cistern, but dig it just as 
deep as the soil is, and no deeper; make 
the bottom of it one-third larger around 
than the top, and loosen up the very 
bottom. Then as the tree is planted 
throw in first an inch of good, fresh, 
rich soil; set the tree, holding it with 
one hand while on your knees you 
spread its roots carefully with the oth- 
er; let the assistant drop the dirt upon 
the roots as he would if he had a sieve, 
and as it is dropped in, do you who 
hold the tree upon your bended knee 
work every root carefully out straight 
on a level line with the point of the 
junction of it w ith the main stem, use 
the fingers outspread in mingling the 
fine dirt with the roots, and be care- 
ful that not an air space is left at the 
bottoms, and also that the earth upon 
the lower roots is packed the hardest 
or tightest of any. As you reach the 
upper roots only see that each root is 
surely surrounded with earth, and 
then let the last four inches of earth be 
spriukled on with a spade or shovel, 
without presure of foot or anything 
else, don't even flat it with the shovel, 
and be sure and keep your own and 
Paddy's feet off, for every pressure will 
destroy the natural position of the 
roots below, — Cleoehind Letvlrr.

A writer in the Dittehet Farmer, 
among other things concerning the ad 
vantages of having good liarns, re 
marks that he believes it is safe to say, 
that money invested in well construct- 
ed barns pays from twenty to fifty per 
cent, every year, and that all will agree 
to the statement when we take into 
consideration the full advantages. The 
time taken to build platforms and fence 
stacks every year; the increased ex- 
penses of doing haying; the ten per 
cent in the loss of hay; the half ton 
lost in wintering every ox or cow, and 
in the same proportion as we feed 
younger and smaller stock; the in- 
creased cost of doing chores; while in 
having stock fixings constantly in your 
way you avoid the continual exposure 
of your stock to all the wind and 
storms, for all arc liable to great dam- 
age, while being built or fed out. 

By providing suitable barns and sta- 
bles, one can avoid all these losses, 
cores and troubles, and feel confident 
security as every load of hay is com- 
mitted to their keeping, and every an- 
imal is thriving under their kind pro- 
tection during the cold winter.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 

Vala*»le Beclpe*. 

Veal an-d Ham Sandwiches.— 
Sandwiches are good made of veal ai 
knuckle of bam, simmered a long time 
in a very little water, until perfectly 
tender, then freed from the bone and 
chopped together. Spread the mixture 
like butter, add mustard, and cover 
with another piece of bread, lightly 
buttered as for an ordinary sandwich. 
• GUDTQM Ketti.es. — We throw a 
shovel -full of wood ashes into the pan, 
pot or kettle, which has been burned, 
fill with water, let it boil while the 
dishes are being washed; then all we 
have to do is to wash it out with a 
coarse cloth' A great saving of time, 
finger-nails, spoons and temper. 

Buttermilk Muffins. — One quart 
of sour buttermilk, one teacupful of 
sour cream, two eggs, one tablespoon- 
ful of soda, a little salt, flour enough 
to make as thick as pound cake. Bake 
in muffin rings placed upon tins in the 
oven, for twenty to thirty minutes, ac- 
cording to the temperatureof the stove. 

Vegetable Marrow Sorr. — One 
quart of milk, one and theee-quarters 
pounds of vegetable marrow, two large 
onions, pepper and salt to suit taste. 
Boil till the marrow i* quite soft, and 
then pa«s through a sieve. Add half 
a glass of sherry before serving. 

Butter Cakes.— Take one-half a 
tin-cupful of melted butter, two cupfuls 
of sugar, five eggs, one teaspoontul of 
soda, and flour enough to roll. Cut 
with a cake-cutter and put in a drip- 
ping-pan. Bake in a pretty quick 
oven.
